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ACQUISITIONS 

L DEPARTMENT OF ARCHITECTURE 
AND SCULPTURE 

KVERAL important objects were acquired by purchase 
during the past year, including a Chinese stone figure 
of the Buddha Amida belonging to tlie Tang dynasty 
(a,d. 618-906) and a Sienese marble relief of the Virgin 
and Child of tJie second half of the 15th century. 
Another very welcome addition is the large wooden 
panel with xVpollo and the Nine Muses, probably English work of the 
end of the i6th centnry, done under P'rench influence. English wood¬ 
carving of this period has not iiitherto been well represented in the 
Department. Dr. W. E, Hildburgh, F.S.A.. made fresh additions to 
liis already long list of gifts, among them a terracotta squeeze from 
a marble relief at Venice by the Master of San Trovaso. Lady Welby 
presented her bronze bust of the former director. Sir Cecil Harcourt 
Smith, LL.D,, C. V.O. An important bequest \va.s left to the Museum by 
Sir Claude Pliillips; among the objects which came to the Department 
were two signed plaster sketches by Rodin wfiich will be a valuable 
addition to the collection of his works already in the Museum, 

The earliest object in point of view of date is a decorative marble 
vase and pedestal given by Lortl As tor; the vase, which is made up of 
antique fragments representing a bacclranalian scene, stands on a 
Roman altar. A very beautiful marble relief of the ^^irgin and Ctdld 
{Phite i) w'as purchased under the bequest of the late Francis Reubell 
Bryan. The upper part, which must have been split ail by^ nails used 
to fasten on a metid crown, has been replaced by a coarsely carved 
later addition (not seen in the plate). The marble was at some time 
painted; this condition is shown in a photograph taken when the 
relief was lent to the iluseum by Dr. Bishop of Naples in the second 
half of the igth century: this paint, recently removed, has left some 
slight discolouration. The relief, which is said to have come from the

372 ft-). This example is of added 
interest as probably the only 
known signed bronze by Antonio 
Susini; and it seems possible that 
it was kept in the \TOrkshop as a 
type-model. Another purchase 
was the fragmentary head of a 
boy in porpli\Ty’ of the middle of 
the 16th century (Ftg. i), perhaps 
by Francesco del Tadcla (1497- 
1585), whose work is represented 
in the .Museum by the portrait of 
Cosimo J (Duke of Tnscany, 1537- 
1374)- Del Tadrlu (or perhaps 
Cosimo liimsetf) is said to ha\'e 
rediscovered a process for the cut¬ 
ting of porph\Ty» a stone which, 
owing to its extreme hardness, 
had been practically abandoned 
as a material for scidijtnrc (Bald¬ 
win and Maclehose, Vasari on 
Technigiie, pp, 26-31, 110-115). 

Dr. W. L, hlildburgh, KS.A., 
presented an interesting relief in 
terracotta with a group of angel 
musicians {Fig. 2) ; the original 
marble relief, from which this is 
an early (probably contemporary) 
squeeze, is by the Master of San 
Trovaso, a sculptor, possibly of 
r.onibard origin, vrorking in Venice 
under the influence of Donatello 
at the end of the i5ih century. 


The marble forms the right side of an altar in the church ol San 
Trovaso at Venice. 


An important accession to the growing collection of English 
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sculpture was the large painted and gilded oak panel carved with 
Apollo and the Nine Muses {Plate 3), purchased in London. The 
relief is said to ha\'e come from the Manor House at Toddington, 
Bedfordshire, pulled down about 1745. The carving is probably 
English work, done under French influence at the end of the i6th 
century, Tlie panel shows a close relationship in stjde to the con¬ 
temporary' 'relief in 
alabaster of a similar 
subject at Hardwicke 
Hail (in the Library). 
Mrs. M. A. Millar gave 
a terracotta bust of 
Shakespeare {Fig. 3), 
a vigorous and charac¬ 
teristic wtirk of Louis 
Francois Roubiliac 
(1695-1762). Sir

the remaining two, figures of an Emperor and an Empress, are taken 
from a Byzantine manuscript of the nth cent my. 

In the section of Far Eastern art a seated figure of the Buddha 
Amida {Frontispiece). purchased with the assistance of the National 
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Art-Colleclions Fwnd and of Messrs. Eumorfopcmlos. Raphael, Harris, 
and. Rutherston, is pcriiaps the finest piece of Chhiese sculpture 
acquired by the Mtisetim (see the BHrUnglon Magazine, vol. xlv {1924), 
p. 72}, The figure dates from the Tang djmasty (a.D. 618-906) and 
retains traces of green, crimson, yellow, and blue paint on ge^sti; the 
treatment of the body and draper^’ is closely allied to that of a statue 
in the Peters Collection (Ashton. Chinese Sculpture, Plate XXXV) 
which is probably Sth-qth ccntuiy^ for the type of face the nearest 
parallel is in a set of figures of Bodisattvas {Burlin^on Magazine, 
vo), XXV (1914). p. 40, Plate), which are almost certainly jth 
century' in date. Tliis aequisititm is especially valuable in \riew 
<3f the fact that museums in this eejuntry^ are rarely in a position to 
purchase Far Eastern sculpture of this high quality- door-sill in 
baked clay, stamped with animals and rosettes in the tyqiical styde of 
the Han dymasty (206 B.C.-a.L>. 221), may also be noticed. 

Other acquisitions were a carved oak corbel heail of a king, given 
by Mr. Travers Martin, a welcome addition to Lite small collection of 
English 14th century- wood-carving; a statuette representing Peace, 
a relief nith the MartjTdom of a female saint, bijtii Italian terra¬ 
cottas of the lyth century, an alabaster relief carved with Works 
of Mercy, Xetheriandish work similar in style to tlje reJiefs tin the 
Rood-loft from Bois-le-Duc, erected in 1610-13, tit the East Hall, 
and a statuette of St. Francis of Assisi in wood, Spanish work of the 
17th-18th century, all given by Dr. Hildburgh; a breccia marble 
manielpiece with bolection moulding, from De^'onshire House, given 
by Messrs. Htdland, Hannen. and Cubitts; a bust of llarsihu Ficino, 
given by Miss Henrietta Robertson (previously on loan; see RcricTe', 
1914. p. 104), an excellent example of the work (jf Giovanni Bastianini 
(1830-1868): a bronze medal of Dr. Holmby .A. Bmce-Joy'', given by' 
Mrs. Holm; and two medals in gold and silver h\' A, j, Depantin 
(179C3- 1867),awarded to John Pye, the engraver,at the Paris Exhibition 
of 1S46 and at the Paris Salon of 1845. both f>rcsented by Mr. £. R, T. 
Radclyffe. 

A medalhon of Queen Anne in pressed tortoiseshell, bequeathed by 
Miss Benett and signed O.B.. is by John O’Brisset, who was working 
in England at the beginning of tiie i8tlt century on portraits in pn^ssed 
horn and otlier materials, taken mainly from medals and used as 
covers to snuff-boxes and similar objects. .4 plaquette and two 
micdals by Lalkjue were included in Sir Claude Phillips’s bequest.

II. DEPARTMENT OF CERAMICS 









HE year was an important one for the Department of 
Ceramics, the objects added to the collections being 

both numerous in quan- _ 

^ level 
of indi\idual interest. 

Particular notice may 
be drawn to the large coQcction of 
English porcelain given to the nation 
by Mr- E* 1^- Broderip, and to the im¬ 
portant specimens of stained glass 
acquired through the funds of the 
Murray Bec^uest and through the 
Xatumal Art -Collections Fund. 

Accesskins to the series of Chinese 
pottery M'ere few in numher. but in¬ 
cluded several pieces of interest. The 
Han d>nast)' was represented by a 
fine green-glazed um from the bequest 
of Sir Claude Phillips, and two un¬ 
glazed pieces given by Mr. Oswald T. 

Falk. Amongst Sung wares we have 
a bowl of Chien ware from Honan 
pri)\ ince. given by Mr. Bernard Rack- 
liam, the first to come to the Museum 
of the type with slip painting over a 
dark bro^vm glaze, as wtdl as a large 
number of fragments from various 
sites giv'en by Monsieur L. W'annieck. 

Among gifts'of Ming porcelain we may 
name a blue-aiid-white bowl with the 
h eng Hua, from Mr. Sydney 

Vacher, and a famUie verte saucer with ‘S- 5IP- 

the mark of the short reign of Tien Cht {1621-1627}, from Mr. K, K. 
Chow. Mr. W. W. Winkworth gave a K ang Hsi blue-and-white plate 
painted after a Dutch medal witli, an incident in the Rotterdam riots 
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of 1690.* A plate with the armis of Chadwick and on the back the 
words ■' Canton in China 24th jany 1791 ” was bought as an illustration 
of a later phase of porcelain importation from China, when wares were 
decorated in Canton to order for European customers. Twelve pieces 
of pottery from Sawankalok in Siam were given through the National 
Art-Collections Fund by I.t.-CoL K. Dingwall, D.S.O,. vvho also gave 
six specimens of CJiinese porcelain of \'arious types.

Bv the generosity of Mr, E. F. Eroderip the Museum has become 
possessed of a collection of English porcelain of first-rate import^ce. 
The greater jiart of the collection, of nearly iitjO pieces, had been 
exhibited for some 
years as a loan to the 
Museum and is thus 
known to the public. 

It provides an unriv¬ 
alled body of material 
for study of this branch 
of ceramics. The work 
of tlie Lowestoft fac¬ 
tory, both bhie-and- 
white and in colours, 
is particularly well ro 
presented, among 
other pieces, by a tea¬ 
pot enamelled in 
colours and dated 
" J.G. 1767 ” (Hg- b), 

■and by a blue-and- 
white plate inscribed 
"R.W.N. 1768." The 
various Liverpool fac¬ 
tories are cxhaiisti^ ely

Among important additions to the European earthen ware may be 
named first a collection of eighty-one red earthenware tiles wnth designs 
inlaid in wliite slip gi\*en by Dr. W. L, Hildburgh. The majoritt' are of 
geometrical pattern, but a few show \’igorous stylized animal designs 
{Fig, 9); they are of French origin and may be ascribed to the 15th 
century’.^ 

An earthenware dish (Plale S), which proves to be an important 
document in the early history of German iratteiy, was found among the 
objects included in the sale of the effects of Lord Brownlow from 
Ashridge Park, and was gi ven to the Museum by Mr. Bernard Rackham. 
It has a bust portrait of the Emperor Rudolph IT (1576-1612), the out¬ 
lines of which are deeply scored in thesurface, the bright opaque coloured 
enamels with which it is decorated being laid on within these outlines. 
The dish establishes beyond doubt the identity already conjectured of 
the pHDrtrait on a similar but uninscribed dish in the Schlesisches 
Landesmuseum at Troppau, and is the first tjf this small group of 
wares that has been found’outside Germany. The portrait on both 
pieces is adapted from an engraving by Giacomo Franco, dated 
1596. On the rim is a deur-dc-l]5 ivhich, as has been pointed out by 
Dr. E, W, Braun,- is the armorial badge of the town 01 Neisse, capital 
of a small^ principality held by the bishops of Breslau, The dish thus 
p^o^■itles, in his opinion, a last link in a chain of evidence establishing 
Xeisse as the place of origin, hitherto much debated, of the whole 
group, 

A few additions were made to the German earthenware of later 
periods. Colonel Dingwall gave a dish, painted in the Chinese style, 
and marked with a E. which has tentatively been ascribed to the 
Brunswick factory'. (leneral Sir Gilbert Mellor gave an Ansbach dish 
painted in undcrglaze blue and overglaze laccincr. Dr. Sidebotham 
gave a lobed dish painted in Chinese (Wan-li) style, marked Altdorf

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The uther rare example addetl to the glass collection is a large 
gohlet [Plate 12) engraved by Frans Greenwood—the first specimen 
of Greenwood's art to find its way into the Museum. The actual 
goblet (which has been broken and repaired in silver) is of English 
manufacture, and dates from about 1730. Greenwood, who tvas bom 
iu Amsterdam in 1680, was living at Dordrecht in Holland by the year 
1726, and he died there in 1761 or 17b2. Tlie technique he invented 
is strictly analogous to stipple engraving on copper-plates for printing; 
it consists in pitting the surface of the glass with a pointed (presumably 
diamond-{Jointed) Instrument and in this manner produemg the effect 
of light and shade by the degree of closeness of the stipples. It is to 
be noticed tliat the stipples are not scratched into tlte surface, but 
hmnnicfed. The dated Greenwood glasses range from 1722 to 1749: 
the present specimen lias no date, but it is signed on the far side in 
large cursi^-e script: F. Greenwood, fed. The design has not been 
traced to an original, but the arrangement of the figure recalls that of 
several compositions by Van Ostade, which, however, represent the 
figures in contemporary dress and not, as here, in classical guise.

ART OF THE THE.\TRE 

The Department became possessed during the year, through the 
generous gift of Mrs. Gabrieile Eiithoven, of lier large and interesting 
collection of playbills and theatrical programmes, comprising some 
fifty thous'-nul items. One of the earliest bills is for 1738,and announces 
a performance of Comns at Covent Garden, and the scries ctjntinnes 
until the ’seventies of the last centur\'. There are two hurulred and 
forty bills having reference to Garrick ; one for the first performance in 
London of a "young lady” who was afterwards to be knovvn as 
Mrs. Siddons; bills of the two performances given at Covent Garden 
in honour of the Duke of Wellington and Blucher; and one for the 
first performance of The School for Scandal, In addition, the 
collection includes almost complete sets of programmes for the acting 
careers of Kean and Macready. The collection is of great value for 
the identification and dating of drawings and designs connected with 
the arts of the theatre, and it assembles a body of material to which 
futurt' historians of the theatre can refer with absolute confidence. 
The duel gaps still to be filled up lie in the 'eighties and 'nineties of 
the la-st century, and it is hoped that those who can supply the missing 
bills, either of this period or of earlier dates, from their own collections, 
will do so. 

The collection of designs for stage scenery received some important 
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additions during tJie ^’ear. A design by Robert Edmund Jones for a 
stage-setting of the play Su-ords, bv Sidne\' Howard, was presented 
by the artist; and Mr. R. C Motlcen' gave thirty-six designs for 
stage-sccnery by Hawes Craven, VV. Tel'bin, an<i Sir L. Alma-Tadema, 
R.A. [Piafe 13). 

Mr. Albert Rutherston presentetl a sheet of preliminary drawings 
by the late Claud Lovat Fraser for the sceneiy in Act r of You 
Like It. produced at the Lyric Theatre, Hammersmith, in April 1920. 

Purchases included one Imndred and thirty-five sketches for 
theatrical productions made by members of the Grie\'e family (c. 1797- 
c. 1S40); five sheets of designs Paul Nash for stage-scenes and 
costumes for j*! ^Ltdsiimmer Night’s Dream \ two drawings b^' Ernst 
Stem of costumes in Reinhardt’s production of Turandoi at Berlin in 
1911; and a collection of one hundred sheets of drawings of stage 
costume and theatrical characters by A. Pi.

( hurch of the Chora-Kaliric Djami) at Constantinople. A copy' by' 
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Mrs. Mtmica Eardswell of a fresco painting on the sontli wall of the 
cliancel of Soutli Earlingham Church was presented by the artist; 
and ilr. Ernest Richmond gave twenty-six drawings of tiles and tile 
decoration in the Dome of the Rock in Jerusalem. 

Thirty-two drawings by Jolin Carter {174S-1S17), mainly of the 
Trojan tapestries, formerly in the Painted Chamber, Westminster 
Palace, were bought at tlie Coates sale for the Wt^stminster Public 
Librar\^ ft was, however, felt that the drawings w'ere of more value 
in connection with the general history of tajiestrv than with regard to 
their topographical association with Westminster, and by the kindness 
of the Westminster City Council, the Victoria and Albert Museum 
were allowed to purchase them at the original cost. These drawrings 
possibly formed one of the tiventy-eight large folio volumes of archl- 
tectnral antiquities drawn and painted by John Carter, which w'ere 
sold by Sotheby in i8t8. It had been assumed that the tapestries 
were destroyed in the fire of 1834. but a manuscript note with the 
drawings, added after Carter’s death, states: '* These tapestries w'cre 
sold al^ut the year 1820 to Cha'' Vamold. Esq** of Great S* Helens 
for the Sum of Tio. At his death in 1S25 they were purchased by a 
\P Matheman for ^7.”’ 


WALL-PAPERS 

Gifts in this section included two panels f>f Cliintse wall-paper from 
the Old Brewer^^ House, Watford, gi\’en by Mr. Harold Sedpvick, 
two panels from Longnor Hall, Shrew'sbur)-, together with a piece of 
flock wall-paper from the back of one of tfiese. given by Major E. R. 
Trevor Corbett; another strip of flock waU-paper (c. 1725) from 
Glamorgan Street House, Brecon, given by Colonel IT. P, Jones- 
Williams {Plate 14); a panel of English wall-paper, of the early rgth 
centmy^ removed from the Great Rcwni of the Society of Arts, Adelplii, 
London, given by Mr. Arthur T. Bold in. Keeper of the Sir John Soane 
Museum; a fragment (if flock wall-paper {c. 1786) from Admiralty 
House, Whitehall, given by Sir Vincent Baddeley, K.CJL; and a 
fragment of late 17th century \vall-paj>er from Lnmlcy Castle, pre¬ 
sented by the Rt. Hon. the Earl of Scarborough. Twenty-four

STAINED GLASS 

Fifty drawings by Sydney L*\ Eden, f>f stained glass in the county 
of Essex, were purcha:^. Other acquisitions included a desugn for 
[)ainted glass, probably by Daniel Lindtnieyer (1552-1602), and four 
drawings of stained glass by Miss F. M. Flornby, presented by Miss 
Kate Wallis. 

In addition, the late ilr. C. W* WhaJl, who play’ed a leading part 
in that re^ii- al of personal craftsmanship in stained glass work which 
commenced in the early 'eighties of last century^ presented, shortly 
before his death, some tlurty^eight cartoons and designs for his w ork 
in Gloucester Cathedral and elsewhere. These are of especial interest 
to students as exhibiting all stages in the process of designing for 
stained glass, and showing the result of the co-operation of craftsmen— 
Mr, Whall and his assistants — trained to understand and practise the 
wHiole of their craft. The main portion of this series will remain in 
the Department of Engraving, Illustration and Design, and the 
remainder will be placed in the travelling collections of the Department 
of CireuJatioTi. 

ARCHITECTURE, ETC. 

An interesting acquisition, in view of the fact that the actual 
house-front is now in the possession of the Department of Woodwork, 
w'as the gift from Dr. .\braham Colien of Sawy'er's engraving after 
Shepherd of the front of Sir Paul Pindar's house on the west side of 
Bishopsgate. 

A drawing by K. Norman Shaw, R.A., showing his design for 
rebuilding the Cheapside facade of the Mercers' Hall in 1S77, w'as 
presented by the Master, Wardens, and Court of Assistants of the 
Mercers' Company. " The Mosque of Suleiman, Constantinople/* an 
oil-painting by A. E, Henderstm, RH.A,, was presented by the 
artist : and Mr. W, W. Tasker gave fifteen sheets of drawings, archi¬ 
tectural and animal studies, by W. Tasker (1808-1^52), with two

Pleasured 
drawings of Old Moretim IlalJ, Chesliire, by Maxwell .Avrton. were 
present!^ by Sir John Simpson, F.RJ.R.A. ; and a roloured tracinii 
of a design by Charles Spooner, F.R.l.H.A., for plans and elevations 
of a model countr>^ cottage, was given by the artist for the purpose of 
U'lng exhibited with the model at Bethnal Green Museum, ^[r. W alter 
Barratt gave forty-four sketches by his brother, the late Reginald 
Ban-att. K.W.S., of architectural details and ornament fmm various 
buildings in Italy.

DRAWINGS AND STUDIES 

In 1923 the Museum acquired the set of fourteen working cartoons 
and fourteen studies for panels for the Stations of the Cross, fa^’ Eric 
(iill, m Westminster Cathedral. In 1934 a set of bis designs for’ these 
panels, with two alternative designs, as well as fourteen life studies for 
the same series, were inircha.sed. Fourteen other preparatory sketches 
f”?. studies were presented by the artist. Si.x drawings by loJm 
\Vhite Abbott (1763-1851) lyere given by Mrs. Fanny Douglas;' Mr. 
A. E. Anderson gave a sepia drawing by Sir E. J, Povmter" P.R.A,; 
iMr. H. S, Reitlinger, three landscape tirawings in colour by an unknown 
artisit of the earlj- 19th centtiry* ; Mr. Reginald (rtimdVp three dravvings 
m cohiiirby the Rev. Joseph Wilkinson, two by F. J.’Sargent, and one 
by Robert Hindmarsh Grundy; Mr. Sydney Vacher, seven drawings 
by Herbert Goodall, of landscape, arcJiitectiiral details etc ’ 
Mackie, three figure studies by the late Charles Mackie, R S A and 
a draw-mg in colour by William Walls, R.S.A., R.W,S.; Mrs. M A 
.Miller, three drawings attributed to George Morland, Rowiand^on 
and J, S. Cotman respectively : Miss F. K. Pearce, F.L.S., a cra^'on 
study by 1\ Pritb, R.A. ; Miss Kate .A. Thorne, a seascapie with 
shipping, by William Anderson ; Mr, H. Stuart Thompson, a drawing 
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in colour by J. (.'atlierine Russell; Miss Agnes B, Warburg, a drawing 
by l^redcrick A. Saiidys ? and Mi's. Galjrielle EntLoven, four drawings 
by Captain Bray, of Cliannouth {c. 1790). 

Two pt'n-and-ink drawings by \^'en2tfl Hollar were acquirer! by 
purchase, 'Fhcse represent the Tower of London anti Westminster 
Abbey respecti\’ely, and are among the rare sur\i\ing records of man\' 
similar studies tjf detail wiiich Hollar must have made for his large 
etched \iews ofLondon from Bankside " and " Prospect of r,ondon 
and Westminster taken from Lambeth.” ihe dra\vijigs arc w'ell 
authenticated, having belonged in succession to the Dacre, Strawberry 
Hill, Wellesley, Gardner, and Coates collections. Other purchases 
included a sketch-book, containing J'lfty-nine sheets of pencil studies, 
attributed to Hoppner; a drawing by Walter Crane of three female 
Jigur^ personifjing the Ages: two sketch-books of S. J. E. Jones: 
and five drawings by Coruelins Vnriey, 

An important design for an altar-piece bv Andrea Feirucci was 
bought with money from the Bryan Bequest Fund {Plate 15). This is 
of particular interest in mew of the surprising rarity of drawings by 
Italian sculptors of the Renaissance, and the difficulty of definitely 
associating such as exist \vitli any particular artist. The drawing is 
from the Wilton House coEection, and is delicately executed with 
pen and brush in brownish ink, w'ashed witli bright red. 11 Ls unsigned, 
but the resemblance to the work of Andrea Ferrucci, particularh^ to 
tlic great altar-piece from San Girolamo at Fiestde nowrin this Museum 
(no. 6742—1860), is so marked that his name may be at least tenta¬ 
tive!;' attached to it. The date is probably about 1500. A coloured 
facsimile reproduction was published in 1900 by Arthur Strong in 
his Drawings the Old Masters in the Caifecthns o/tbe Earl of Pembroke 
at Wilton House. 


DESIGN'S FOR MANUFACTURERS 

Among designs for manufacturers acquirerl during the year may 
be noted fifteen pricked paper drawings used in transferring pattern'^ 
to be painted over on tiles, which were presented to the Museum by 
Heer H. M. Hetmian, through Sir C. H. Marling, KX'.M.G.; sixty-two 
mipressions from printing blocks for textiles used by the Swaislands 
Print M orks, C ratriord, Kent, during tiie early part of the H)th century, 
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presented by Mr. G. P. Baker; and about a hundred designs by ^^ictor 
Ames for wrought iron gates* etc., presented by the artist. 


(4) BEQUESTS 

Twenty-eight stipple engravings in colour by Bartoluiizi, Ryland, 
and P, W. Tomkins, after AngeHca Kau 0 mann, Cipriani. Revnudds* 
etc,, were bequeathed to the Museum by the late Mrs. Frowd Walker, 
and eight engravings by various artists after British landscape painters 
of the early 19th century were bequeathed by the late Mr, E. R. J, 
Radclyffe, 

The late Sir Claude Phillips generously expressed his appreciation 
of the Museum and its work by his bequest of four dry-points by 
Auguste Rodin.

WATEE-COLOUli DKAWINGS 



^IFTV water-colour drawitigs wcrt added to the 
Department of Paintings in 1924 by gift, bequest, and 
piircha.se. More than half were executed in the present 
century. Of those dating from the iSth and 19 th 
centiiries two were by painters not previously repre¬ 
sented in the Museum collections, namely, J, H. Campbell 
{b. 1757, d. 1S2S) and Thomas Maisey {b. 1787, d. 1840), a former 
President of the Ne;v V\'ater Colour J^ciety. The most important, 
however, was a Lundscupe with Hermit by Thomas Girt in [b. 1775, 
d. 1802). which was sold by the artist at t’aris. and has remained in 
the possession of the purchaiser’s family until it was acquired by the 
Museum {Phiie 16). The drawing is signed, and dated iBoi, and was 
therefore paiided towards the end of Girtiu's career. It has been 
suggested that the composition, w'hich is unusual in Giilin’s evuvre, 
may have been suggested by !iis study of paintings in the classical 
manner seen at the Lou\Te or elsewhere. An unfinished mountainous 
iand-^icape by John Varley (i. 1778, d. 1842) was purchased because it 
throws interesting light on jus technical methods {Plafe 17). Four 
drawings by his brother Cornelius Varley (ft. 1781, d. 1873) were 
bought, Mrs. Famiy J. E. Df>ngla5 gave a drawing by Francis Towne 
(ft. 1740. d. 1816), and one by John WTiite Abbott (ft. 1763, rf. 1S51)' 
[Plate 18); three additional examples by the latter artist were bought. 
Mr. Lionel U. Grace gave a drawing by his father, the late Alfred 
Fitzwalter Grace (ft. 1844, d, 1903). The late ilr. Howard Douglas 
Leonard Gal ton bequeathed fi\'e water-colour drawings, 0/ wliich 
two were by W\ Purser and two by C. Tattcrshall Dodd (ft, 1S15, 
d, 187S). ^ The late Mr. William Hughes of Tulse Hill bequeathed an 
ecclesiastical interior bv Samuel Read (ft. i8it ?, rf. 18S3). An excellent 
drawing by George Henry Honghton, R,A.' R.I. (ft, 1S33, d, 1905). 
showing two old women sitting over a fire, was purchased. It illus¬ 
trates a ditlerent phase of Bough ton’s work from the water-colours bv

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esting acquisition was a self portrait of William Armiield. Hobday

R. Mabbet, Patrick MacMoreland, and Sophia Smith. Mr. Walter 
Barratt gave a miniature by Charles Jagger (6. 1770, d. 1827) of Bath, 
two silhouettes by Dixon of Bath, and one by I. Hallam. Two 
miniatures by George Patten, A.R.A, (6, i8ot, d. 1865), were presented 
anonymously. The Earl of Minto gave a miniature by Miss Nellie 
Hepburn-Edmunds, and Mr. Francis Wellesley, J,P.. a ring containing 
a vew small silhouette. Miniatures by William Chiles Alvey, 
Gu5ta\TiS Hamiitoii, Le Hardy, J, Lacon, and Samuel Shelley were 
bought. 
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V. LIBRARY 

GIFTS 



RS. H. SIBTHORP BARLOW, wlio bad previously 
I presented to the Museum the MS. accounts of Chippen¬ 
dale, Haig & Co. for the furniture of David Garrick's 
bouse in the Adelphi, made a further gift of MS. 
documents, printed sale particulars, etc., relating to his 
property at Twickenliam, It may be remembered that 
the Museum possessed already much Garrick material, including forty- 
three MS. volumes of his correspondence and other papers, in the 
Forster Library’. Especially acceptable, also, as supplementing the 
collections of dramatic literature in the Dyce and Forster Bequests 
was the gift, made by Mrs. Buxton, of fifty-four 17th and i8th centurv 
editions nf English plat^, not pre^nously there, including Coetim 
Britamiicum^ a masque at Wliitehall, 1634 ; The Beggar's Opera, Mr. 
Gay*, second edition, 1728, and other interesting items. This gift was 
suggested to Mrs. Buxton by the announcement that Mrs. Gabrielle 
Enthoven had presented her collection of playbills to the Museum. 
Mrs. Enthoven herself gave to the Library* The Theatrical Observer, 
eighteen volumes, September 1821 to June 1830. 

An interesting autograph letter of the famous engraver Samuel 
Cousins, written about 1840. or soon after, to his former pupil, 
Thomas Lewis Atkinson, was giv^eii by' the latter's son, Mr. Francis 
E. Atkinson. It gives Cousins' memoranda of quantities for makmg 
transparent etching grouitd. Another gift which may' be associate<i, 
though only doubtfully, with a famous English artist, is a pocket-book 
of four leaves of i\'ory*, in a blind tooled binding with flap, fastening 
with an engraved silver clasp, presented by Mr. Danton Gu^rault 
{Fig. 18}. ft is stated that this appeared in a sale a few y'ears ago 
with three unfinished miniatures by' Cosw'ay in the pocket, from wliich 
it has been conjectured that it may have been used by him for sketches, 
colour notes, etc. 

Mr. C. E. Key'ser added to his previous generous gifts to the 
Photograph Section nine enlarged photographs of sculptured capitals, 
believ'ed to have belongeti to the cloister of Reading Abbey, and nine 
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more of Norman sculptured t^inpana. Eight ver>' interesting photo¬ 
graphs of the Mosque of Mecca and. its surroundings, of CCTemonies 
round the Kaaba. of \dew3 of iledina, and the pilgrims* encampments 
there and at Mina near ilecca, were given by Lady Palmer, Scventy- 
tw’o photographs of works of art in the British Primitives Exhibition at 
Burlington House in were presented by Lord Lee of Fareham and 

the Exhibition Committee, and Miss Alma-Tadema gave eightv-nine 
plK)tographs of paintings b)' her father. Sir Lawrence Alma-Tadema, 
() M., R.A., for addition to his libran-, which was presentetl to the

Museum in memory of him in Other gifts of photographs were 

T34colourt!d 'inews of Japan and illustrations of Japanese life, recei^'ed 
from Mr. k, J. Homiman. who also gave a number of books, and 
e^vcn photographs from Mr. Edward Hudson of charcoal cartoons 
of musicians, actors, etc., by E. Kerman on the walls of Devonshire 
House. 

To the examples of early printing in the Library^ two interesting 
additions weri^ made : a fiiie specimeii of early Greek typoCTaphv by 
/Mdns : the Eclagues o/Theoctiius (Venice, 1495), given by Mr. E. R. I). 
.Maclagan {Fiafe 19), and thirtv defective leaves of the Brevian'nnt ad 
itsum Sarum, printefl by M. Morin for J. Richard at Rouen in 1496, 
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gi\'en by Mr. Sydney Vacher. The only known copv of tMs Breviary 
is in the University Library’, Edinburgh. 

Of the new books presented, Mr. Hardy VVikscjn's Old Colonial 
Archiiecture m Netxr Soikh H and Tasmania, gi\'en by the author, 
is of esiKxhal interest, as had in 1923 lent the di'awings, reproduced 
in it, fur exhibition in the Department of Engraving, Ihiistration and 
Design. The fijUowing priv'ately printed catalogues were given by tlie 
owners of the collections: the catalogue in thn'c volumes, bv Mr. 
Felix Joubert, of the collection of European arms and armour formed 
at Greenock by Mr. R. L. Scott; that, by Dr. J. Brinckmann and 
Lieut.-Col. E. F. Strange, of Japanese colour prints and other engrav¬ 
ings in the collection of Sir Otto Beit, Bart., K.C.M.G.; Major G. (). 
Sandys' catalogue of the family [Mjrtraits and some pictures at Gray- 
thwaite Hall, Lancaslrire; and Mr. J, A, Maclean's of oriental rugs in 
the collection of Mr. James F. Ballard. 

A MS. volume of heraldic notes and memoranda by the Rev. C. B. 
Bicknell was given by Mrs. E. L. Tabor, and the follovWng tvpevviitten 
MSS. were also received as gifts from their authors: Mr. J. D, Batten’s 
description of the methods, pigments, etc., used by him in tire plaster¬ 
ing and painting of his fresco of Atalanta and Mhanlon, in the 
Museum, and Mr. P. R. Brociners biographical sketches of (‘aptain 
John Mills, Mrs. Isabella Mills, and Alfred Mills, painter and engraver. 
Two other manuscripts were lent in order that it-pe writ ten copies 
might be made from them: an inventon’ of September ifioo, t>f 
furniture, etc., at Ingatefttone Hall, Essex, of which the use was 
granted by Sir Julm Petre, afterwards ist Baron Petre, to William 
Petre; and a li.st of miniatures Alfred Tidcy [&. 180S, d. 1892), 
compiled by Dr. Stuart Tidey, and lent by him. The original of the 
Ingatestone inventoiy’ is preserved at Thornton Hall, Essex, and the 
transcript, from which the copies were made, was lent bv Lady 
Came-Rasch. 

Collections of books, etc., were given by Mr, A. Myers Smitli and the 
Japan Society. The gift from Mr. A. Myers Smith comprised eiglity-four 
volumes, including two specimens of i8th .centuiy' English binding; 
ffogariJi restored, . . . re-engraved by Thomas Cook (te.xt, 1808; 
plates, 1812) ; a number of interesting'iSIustrated books and nineteen 
catalogues and pamphlets; from the Japan Society came fourteen 
photographs, a set of twenty-eight volumes and two odd parts of the 
Imperial and Asiatic Quarterly Review, and a number of other publica- 
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tions. From the Science Libran' 182 %'olinne.s were transferred, for 
use in this library- or in the reference libraries of otlier Departments of 
the Musevim. and a set of the designs by Mr, MacDonald Gill of regi¬ 
mental badges, etc., for the headstones in military cemeteries, was given 
by the imperial \\'ar Gra%'es Commission. 

From Mr. K V. linrridge, R.E., Principal of the L.C.C. Central 
School of Arts and Crafts, was receis'ed a copy' of Hesiod : Works avd 
Days, a tramiation into English by Sutnnd Bitiler,novf 1cirs,t printed by 
students of the printing class under Mr. J, H. Mason and bound by 
students of the school. .Another addition to the Library collection of 
works of modern presses was made bv Mr. Falconer Madan, who 
presented four productions of the Daniel Press, ranging in date from 
1S52 (at Frome) to 1892 (at Oxford). 

The first parts were recei\'ed of the important collection of repro¬ 
ductions of engravings of ornament: Ornumentale Vorlage-Bldtter des 
15. bis Jithrhnnderts, which is being presented by-- the author, 
Dr. R. Berliner, Mr, A. W. G. Randall ga^^e an interesting record of 
collecting, in Dr. T.ichtwark's Briefe an die Kommission ftir 
die V erK-aitung der Kiinsthalle (Haniburg), heransgegeben von G. PaulE 
in two volumes; and Mr. \"ictor and Miss Theodora Wilbour, the 
executors of the late Mr. C. F. Wilbom, presented a copy of Mr. W. B. 
C(K)k’s Catalogue of the Egy-ptological Library and other books given 
from Mr, C, E. \\ ilbciuj''s collection to tire BrookltTi Mmseum, The 
Master Goldsmiths of Christiania {Gitldsmcd^iesires Faggruppe) gave 
a copy of the imp()rtant Ixjok by Messrs. H. Grcv^nor and T. B. 
Kielland, (iiddsntedkandverkef i Oslo og Kristiania. The collection of 
books decorated by the late Claud Lovat Fraser was strengthened by- 
the gift by Mr. Desmond Coke of five further v^olumes. The RoyM 
Drawing Society’ presumted a collection of iLs publications: reports, 
examination pajiers, etc., of Llie years 1912-1923, and Capt. K. A. C. 
Creswcll added to his former gifts a copy of bis Provisional bibliography 
of the Moslem architecture ol Syria and Palestine, and others of his 
writings. Mr. E. Hams, T.S.O,, presented a copy of the large folio 
volume, published in iS74by Dickinson Bros., of twenty'-three portraits 
engraved by- Francis Hull of ladies of the court of Queen Victoria, 

Among gifts adding useful w’orks to departmental reference 
libraries (there being copies of them already'm the Central Library']

One interesting, though not costly, illuminated manuscript was 
bought during the year, a 16th century Moorish MS, in Arabic of the 
Data'll al-kkairat, a" book of prayers of the Moorish Saint Muhammad 
ibn Sulaiman al-Jaznli, who died in a.h. 870, i.f., a.d, 1465. It was 
written and illuminated in the reign of the Moorish Sultan Al-Mansur 
Biltah Abd ,-\llah, son of IsmaU, and contains complete pages of 
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tltciirdtion, iHumiliated, head-pieces, etc, {Plate 20). One of the full 
pages has a conventional representation of the interior of a mosque, 
witli pulpit and a hanging lamp, 't he manxiscript was brought from 
Kano in iqo2. Another interesting acquisition was the minute book 
of the Junior Ktcliing Club, from its foundation on 17th June 1857 
until the final meeting on 27th April 1864, The minutes and 
account books of the senior, and longer-lived group, the Etching 
Chib, were already in the Lihrarj' collections. The Thbrary also 
acquired a modem manusenpt b>' Mr. G. A. Eouvier on the Heraldry 
of the Saints, with an extensive collection of drawings and tracings 
from illuminated manuscripts, paintings, engravings, etc. 

A \-erv important, recently published book btjught during the 
year \yas Dr. J, Wilpert’s Die r&mischen Mosaiken und Malcreien dcr 
kircklic}u:n Bauten vom IV. bi& Xlll. JahrJmndert, in four volumes (twc) 
of illustrated text, two of very fine reproductions in colours).

IGHT of tlie Companies of the City of London 

(the Clothworkers, Ccjrdwainers, Drapers, Pisiimongers, 
Goldsmiths, Ironmcjngenv, Jferchant Taylors, and Skin¬ 
ners) contributed to the purchase of an object of historic 
interest to London—a silver-gilt covered cup giv^en to 
the Trinity House Corporation by their former Master, 
Richard Chester, who commanded the ” Prudence " of Leigh as one of 
the London ships against the Spanish Armada, 1588. 'fhe history of the 
cup is recorded by an inscription delicately pounced round the Tip, " Mr. 
Richard Chester his gnift Beinge M’’ of the Corporacion in Ano Diho 
1615.'■ The cup, a tine example of a " steeple " cup, bears a maker's 
mark assigned to F. Terry (one of the very few early marks which can 
be associated with a known goldsmitli), ^vith the London hall-marks for 
1623-6 {Plate 21). It thus appears to have been given by Captain 
Richard Chester to the Trinity House in later life to cominemorate 
his term of office as Master. lie died in 1652 and is buried in Leigh 
Church, Essex, where his tombstone remains with memorial brasses 
of himself, his wife, and his children.' 

‘Che Museum is particularly indebted to the Drapers' Company' 
for having advanced the sum necessary' to secure the cup, and to Mr. 
Claude Taylor for ha\'ing made very substantial concessions to enable 
the transaction to be tarried through. 

Her Majesty the Queen gave a pair of silver sugar-tongs set WTth 
pastes, made by T. Towman about 1755; Lady Tenny^son gave an 
interesting Crucifixion plaque from an altar-cross, Limog^ work of the 
13th century in champieve enamel on copper-gilt; Lady^ Florence 
Maude, a handsome gilt bronze tahle-clock.

J'wo interesting purchases were made 
under the bequest of the late Francis Keubell 
Bryan—a two-handled silver cup of the y^ear 
1656-7, a characteristic e.vample of Common- 
w'ealth plate {Ptat^ 33); and a silver taper- 
stick of the year 1702-3 with circular foot 
pierced with the inscription gVEEif .ANN 
1702, and further inscribed his highness 
PRINXE GEORGE jfs ANNO DOU: 1702 {Fig. 

32). The taper-stick was an heirloom in 
the family^ of Charles Kingsley, to whose 
ancestor, Mrs. Kingsley, it was given by 
Queen Anne. Mrs. Kingsley was governess 
to the Queen's elder son, William Duke of 

Gloucester, by w’host^ death in 1700, at the age of eleven, the succession 
to the English throne passed to the House of Hanover. 

Sir Claude Phillips bequeathed a Chinese iron flask and four 
pieces of modern French jexvellery by l^hque and other artists;

A 
bowl of serpentine marble, mounted with silver-gilt rim and foot, offers 
a fine contrast of colour in a rare example of the mazer type. A rose- 
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water ewer in ^Uver-gilt, with hall-mark for i383“4- ^ ^ good example 
of fantastic Elizabethan decoration {Plate 25); and a mother-o’-pearl 
bowl-shaped casket, with silver-gilt mounts and cover, is engraved with 
the pretty floral decoration of the closing years of thecentun^ Two wine- 
cups on slender stems, of the years 1603 and i6oq, are good specimens 
of well-knowTi varieties hitherto wanting in the Museum collection. 

Another important acquisition of Enghsh silver, the Kicliard 
Chester cup, purcliased partly out of aiuseum funds and partly by 
subscription, has been described under the head of Gifts. Other 
purchases included a silver inkstand made by Anthony Nelme, of 
late 17th century date; a French silver bowl ol the i6th centurr^

from Saulieu in Burgundy: a Dutch silver-gilt baptismal cup dated 
1628 * a Norwegian engrat ed sil'-er beaker dated 1389; and a silver 
parcel-gilt p>T£ by Remigius Mayer of Constance dated the same war. 

Twt) plaques of gilt copper, probably from the co\ er of a Book of the 
Gospels, with thesj^bolsof St. Matthew and St. John in enamel (fnim a 
set of the Four Evangelists), are examples of great technical interest 
( Figs. 23 and 24). The design is cut out in silhouette in a sheet of copper 
superimposed on another plate, the details being added in cloisons, a 
method found in a few rare enamels of Southern French origin probably 
emanating from Limoges or Conques late in the iTth centurjL^ 

* A portable altar in the Treasure of Conques is a eekbraied example of this 
method, which may perhaps be regarded as the forerunner of the grciit industry of 
Limoges enatne]ling.

opiM)rtiinity occurred during the year of purchasing 
a very interesting Knglish heraldic carpet, somewhat 
different in character from the few examples already 
known (T. 132). It is knotted in woollen pile in the 
ordinary manner of a hand-made carpet, and the 

_ treatment of the technical details exactly follows that 

of till. '■ Turkey work” so much used in England during the 17th 
century. This carpet is a fairly large one, measuring about IZ by 
9 feet, and is quite complete {PUite 27). The ground is covtTcd 
with a repeating pattern of closely packed roses, tulips, and fit liter 
(lowers in bright colours — chielly red, blue, and white—on a black 
ground, and in the middle is a shield of arms and the date lUjz. 
The arms are those of lloljTieux impaling Rigby (Aztire a cross 
moline quarter pierced or, on a canton the badge of the order of 
Banmets; impaling Argent on a cross vert five mullets or). Sir John 
Molymeux, Bart,,of Tcvcrsal {b. 1623. [/. 1691), married Lucy, daughter 
of Alexander Rigby, of Middleton, Lancs, a Baron of the Exchequer. 
He succeeded to the baronetcy in 1674, two years after the dale on 
the carpet, hut his succes.sion may have been so clearly in sight as to 
justify his including the Baronets' badge, especially as the carpet 
would be expected to last many years. There is no border apaiT from 
a narrow plain edging, and this omission, together viith the fact that the 
whole of the design faces one way, suggests that the carpet was intended 
for hanging as a ciiiTain rather tlian for use on the floor; but at its date 
no narrow^ distinction was drawm between a carpet for hanging mi. or 
throw'ing over a table, or for walking upon. Hand-knoiting sWms to 
have been adopted in England soon after tlie introduction of Oriental 
carpets to this country, but liy far the greater part of remaining speci¬ 
mens consists of small panels used for chair co%‘t'ring5 and the like. Com¬ 
plete carpets are very rare. There are two others in the Museum differing 
completely in design from the present one.bnt, apart from these, only 
about seven or eight dating from before the iSth century are known. 
For a long time the Museum has desired to have a Persian " Garden 
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Carpet “ in the collection, and it has at last been possible to acquire 
one {T. lo). Many Persian carpets have a desi^ based upon the idea 
of a flower-garden, and records earlier tJian the oldest existing carpet 
witness that such a design is an ancient one; but the particular phase 
tliat exhibits a map-like plan of a garden with w'alks, ponds, canals, 
flow'er-beds, and trees is extremely rare. The present example 
{Plate 28) has been known to the -Museum for several years, and on the 
dispersal of the collection of the late C. T. D. Crew-s, Esq., it was secured 
to the Museum by arrangement with the beneficiaries. Though a 
rather late example, dating, it would seem, from the second half of 
the 18th cenlur\‘ it is tj'pical in design and verv pleasing in colour 
anfl effect. In the middle is a large flower-bed'from which radiate 
four canals boirlered with paths set with flowers. The remaining 
space within the border is divided into squares containing cither 
flower-beds or naturalistic trees. The border has a row of cypress- 
trees and other plants, on a deep indigo ground. The colours used 
are chiefly red and dark blue, but a decorative form is arranged in the 
middle of the carpet by gi\dng a light tone to the central flower-bed 
and four of the square plats. The canals—although their nature is 
ob\io'us on account of the ripples on tlu* surface and the fish swimming 
in them—are somew'hat unexpectedly coloured red and dark blue. 
The cariH't is knotted in woollen pile, and the detaihs of the technique, 
as w'ell as the tints of the colour scheme, suggest that it was made in 
the north-wrest cm part of Persia, 

A large Turcoman carpet (T. 16), the work of weavers of the 
Yomud tribe, was given by J, E. Ryall, Esq. It has one of the less 
common Yomud patterns and is known as the Tcbandores tv^pe. 

Major A. W, Foster gave five saddle-covers and sadfUe^bags from 
Persia and the Caucasus and other examples of carpet-knotting were 
given by Roger Fry, Esq., A. M, \^'oodwa^d, Esq,, C. E. C. Tattersall, 
Esq,, and bequeathed by the late H. D. Galton, Esq. 

TAPESTRIES 

Tliree interesting panels of Flemish 17th century' ta]>estry’ were 
presented by Mrs. Morton Dexter (T. 22 to T. 24), The)’ are of coloured 
wof)ls and various shades of green, bro^vn , and dull yellow' predominate. 
One ( 1 . 23) shows a landscape with architectural features which are 
reminiscent of the Porta San Paolo at Rome with the Pyramid of 
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Cestiiis {IHute 29). The second (T, 24) shows a low balustrade wliicii 
supports an arcade of two arches and three c<jlumns. Witliin the 
arcade a male and a female figure are seen playing musical instruments. 
In the background there is heavy foliage of an acanthus among 
wliich birds, a dog, and a fox can be observed. The third (T. 22) shows 
a forest which may be tropical, since palm-like trees occur in it, with 
hunting scenes in wliich a dromedary', an elephant, stags, and other 
animals appear among the thick foliage. On the right is a pool of 
water mth a bridge, a church, and a distant landscape witli trees and 
hills anti buildings. The border shows a variety of elements, a reclining 
woman holding a pair of scales and a draj^d head (Justice?), two 
masks, a shield bearing warrior, flowers, fruit, architectural motives, 
and an unintelligible inscription.

remarkable example of skilful needlework resembUtig in effect fine 
engraving. It is co\ered with cun’ed stems bearing leaves and 
flowers filled with designs and devices, three of wiiich are similar to 
those in Geoffrey WTiitney's ,4 Choice oj Emblemes and Other Devises, 
which was printed at Leyden in 1586. They include Actaeon devoured 
by his hounds, Bacchus seated and iK^ating a drum, a boy astride a

crocodile and grasping seri)ont3. a living-fish pursued by another fish 
and a bird, and a great variety of animals, birds, and msects. This 
tunic is said to have belonged to Queen I-Mzabetli. and it was given 
by King W illiam IV to the \'iscountess Falkland, wife of the tenth 
viscount. For delicacy of stitchery it surpasses the unfinished parts 
of a bodice, also in ” black work " in the Museum (T. 252 and A—1902), 
which are recorded to have been worked by Mary, tlie daughter of Sir 
Henry Pierreptmt, who u'as married to Fulk Cartwright of Ossington 
in 1606. These latter are now' shown in the adjoining doorwav. 
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Another very welcome addition to the costumes of the KUzabetlian 
period is a lady’s head-dress of linen with black silk embroidery, 
generously presented by Mrs. Head from her collection (T, 135). It is 
hood-shaped with a narrow dentated edging of black and white bobbin 
lace* There is an all-over pattern of slender emn'ed stems bearing 
well-drawn flowers, leaves, and tendrib (Fig. 28), Head-dresses of

\ noteworthy addition by purchase to the collection of English 
vestments was a red velvet dalmatic \ritli embroidered orphreys and 
ornaments dating from the latter part of the 15th century’ (T. 49). 
On both back and front is a pillar orphrey each with three figures of 
Apostles (SS. Paul and Andrew) and Old Testament Prophets beneath 
architectural canopies of Gothic character. The ground is co\’‘ered 
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%dtli floral devices, four winged angels standing on wheels and caTT>'ing 
inscribed scrolls, and two bells—possibly a rebus concerning tlie donor 
or wearer of the vestment. This last device may be compared with 
somewhat similar bells u|x>n the portion of an embroidered cfnjc of 
contemporary date belonging to St. John's College, Oxford, wliicli is 
at present shown in the Loan Court. Not many English dalmatics 
are in existence and this is the first to find a place in the Museum 
{Plate 30). 

Lady Battersea gave a set of cardinal s robes, possibly of French 
origin (T. 154 to D). They consist of; a cassock with a train, a robe 
{atppa magita) with an ermine hood and a long train, a large circular 
cloak (ferraiolo). a shorter round cape {maniekifa) without sleeves or 
collar, an alb of gauffered linen trimmed with embroidered net (prob* 
ably made in Rome), and a large purjilc silk hat with a wide brim, 
cord, and tassel. The set seems to be nearly complete, but it lacks the 
tippet {iHOZeda), rochet, stock, sash, biretta, skull-cap, stockings and 
gloves. It is said to liave belonged lo G. F. W'atts, R.A. The em¬ 
broidered net trimming of the alb points to a date witliin the first 
half of the 19th century-. The robes are all rose coloured (except, of 
course, tlie alb) and this fact argues a date not later than 1870. for 
since that year cardinals liav'e ceased tti wear rose-coloured robes. 
In any case a rose-coloured set would be rare, since rose w'as onK- worn 
twice a jwand few cardinals, therefore, would have had a complete 
set of nose vestments.

'ER MAJESJ^ QUEEN MAR\ was graciously pleased 
to present two Chinese lacquer figures of the i8th 
centun and ten modem Japanese miniature masks of 
ivory, as well as thi-ee baskets of plaited reeds from 
Jamaica and Sierra Leone, Her Majesty also presented 
three work-boxes and a rosewood tea-caddy, represent¬ 
ing English work of the early igth century^ as well as a pair of shell- 
^TOrk ornaments in the form of vases of flowers; these latter are 
illustrated and described in the Connoisseur, vol. Ixx. p. 240, A further 
gift fiom Her Majesty was a dolls' house, made by Da\nd Allan, 
tapi^ier to the King at Buckingham Palace; the objects with which 
It 15 filled were bought and collected at various times by the Queen, 

A number of interesting additions were made to the collection of 
English woodw'ork of the Gothic and Renaissance periods, among 
which attention may be drawn to the following. The chief piece of 
early furniture was a rare crak form of about the year 1500 ^vith solid 
suppirts at either end, and ogee and semidrcular mouldings on the 
back and front, wluch ^s-as presented byMr. Sigismund Goetze {Fig 32) 
A grtjup of mediaeval wwd-candngs from Suffolk churches was 
acquired from Mr. Frank Jennings, partly bv gift and partly by 
purchase. It consLsts mainly of tracer> 4 ieads from rood-screens 
dating from the latter half of the i^tfi centuryy including two fragments 
from the niie screen at havenliarn.as well as two 14th centun,- examples, 
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Amongst other details are a series of crestings from screens, and several 
ogee arch-motildings also from screens, showing interesting ^Tirieties 
of crocketing. many of them with their original colouring. Other 
fragments of similar kin<l were presented by Mr, A. W. Leatham, 
tlie most important of which were three early 15th centuiy^ roof bosses 
from Salisburv, two of them caived with the swlwls of St. Luke 
and St. Mark. Two panels from a late Gothic standing cupboard 
car^^ed with openwork tracery and retaining trac^ of original vermilion 
colour were given by the same donor, who acquired them from an old 
house at Syde in Gloucestershire. 

Four 15th century carv^ed bench*ends from a church in the north

of Suffolk, with buttressed elbow's surmounted by iigiu-cs, were given by 
Mr. F. C. Eeles, and a fragment of cresting caiv'ed with foliated trefoils 
from the screen of a Norfolk church was gi\'en by Mr. Martin Travers. 
Two tracery panels of the iqth century'carved with figures and animals, 
which were said to have come from Lincoln Cathedral, and a finely 
carved misericord dating from about IJ70, from the same source, 
w'cre acquired by purchase (Fig. 33). An interesting addition was 
made to the furnit ure of the Elizabethan period by the purchase of an 
oak chair ol unusual form with turned spindles in the back and arms 
and the back cari-ed with interlaced dragons. The chair is probably of 
Welsh origin, from the Severn Valley neighbourhood (Fig. 34). 

Two dated example of church w'oodwork, valuable on account 
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of their car\ ed inscriptiuns, were acquired, one by purchase, the other 
by gift' Both formed parts of pulpits.

33 and 34). These are both valuable and attracti\'e examples of 
inlaid furniture in satinwood, harewood, and otlier woods. The 
commode is further fitted with mounts of gilt metal in the style 
of French examples of the time of houis X\'. This type of furniture 
which is distinguished h^r elegance of line and skiLful workmanship 
came into fashion under the influence of Adam and Chippendale, 
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The Museum hitherto has possessed no outstanding e.\ample of this 
type. 

Another example of satimvood of considerable distinction acquired 
during this year is a secretaire-l>ookca 5 e bequejithed by the late 
Sir Claude Phillips {Plaie 35). The upper part ha.s glass d(.K)rs \ritli 
trellis panels, the lower part fomiiug a writing cabinet with drawers. 
The ornament of inlaid vases, shells, and honeysuckle is of fine quality. 

A Venetian marionette-theatre of the first half of the t8th centuiy 
w^as acquired by purchase {P/cife 36). 'fhis is an imposing object 
13 feet high <jf architectural form carved and gilt and sumiounted 
by a shield of arms. It w’as originally in a Venetian palace. M'ith it 
are two sets of marionettes dresswi in costumes of considerable 
elaboration. Tw'o scenes can be shown. One represents the interior 
of a salon w ith contem]x>raiy furniture and figures in suitable costume, 
'The second shows a riew of St. Mark's Square with figures from the 
Italian comedy. 

Gifts of continental woodwork inc luded a i6tli centiu-y Italian 
coffer of inlaid walnut from Sir Norman Hill, Bart., and an iSth 
century Dutcli card-table of inlaid mahogan3^ from Mrs. Miller, 

Charles Jarrott gave a Cliinese lacquer incense-box, which 
may be ascri^d to the 17th century, and v arious opportunities wore 
taken of enriching by purchase the Museum collections of Chinese 
and Japanese laetjuer. A shop-front from Peking, of the 17th century 
or later, was presented by Mr, E. L, Cockell.

TIKIR .MAJESTIES THE KING AND gUEEN 

graciously presented a varied selection of Indian and 
other Eastern objects as additions to the Koyal CulleC' 
tions exliibited in this Department, 'llie donations 
included: A magnificent architectural model made at 

__ Mysore in 1923, a reproduction in sandal-wocjd of a 

typical Hindu stone temple of the period of the Chalnfeya dymasty 
(6tb to 12th centuries). Two characterLsiic offering-stands of c:ar\'ed 
and turned bison-hom, wrought at Viziadnig, Bombay Presidency, in 
the 19th centur>^ As an excellent e.xample of the conventional style 
which distinguishes the Burmese monastic sculptures of the iSth and 
I9tb centuries, an image, fashioned in padauk-wood, f/it'/sf-lacquered 
and gilt, representing a disciple of Gautama Buddha, in kneeling 
attitude, with hands held in the gesture of veneration. Also from 
Burma, a modem cliunam-box of silver, exquisitely decorated in 
niello-work, made at Vawnghwe in the Southern Shan States, From 
Vkagapatam, Madras Presidency, period about 1850, a liiglily 
finished work-box, mainly of sandal-wood, overlaid with buffalo-bom 
and quill-wrork. In striking contrast with this, a trinket-box of 
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translucent tortoiseshell, with artistic gold mounts, executed, by a 
skilled Kandyan craftsman in 1923. Also, and of decided importance 
from tlie point of view of expert basket-weaving, several remarkable 
specimens of modem basket-work from Bumia and Malaya (Malacca 
and Selangor). Her Royal Highness Princess Louise gave an inter¬ 
esting Indian door-curtain [pairda] of cotton fabric embroidered in 
coloured silks, an early 19th century work from the Sind-Kaluchistan 
Frontier, 

Major-General G, F. A. Harris presented the head of a i7tli centurj^ 
Muhammadan Bam Imam standard {alam), of shapely form, found in 
Bikaner State, Rajputana, recently, during digging operations for the 
extension of a railway. This object, which is carried at the time of 
the AI itharmin procession, is cast in dull yellow bronze, and has for 
its decoration incised and openvvork texts—including the Bismillah 
formula—in ornate Arabic characters.^ The gifts from Mrs. L. S. Brad¬ 
ley comprised specimens of rStb and 19th century metalwork from 
the districts of Tan|ore and Madura, as well as other objects collected 
in the Madras Presidency. Of these, the outstanding works are the 
three well-modelled images of Subrahmanya, Sarasw^ati, and Humayun, 
cast in copper by the cire perdue prtx^ess"; also a boss of conventional 
hoTBC-head form, in bronze, finely patinated, formerly the terminal 
ornament of a bearing-pole. 

Mr. F. J, Richards gave, as examples of two important Tamil handi¬ 
crafts, a \iTought-ir(m swinging-pen<lant in the form of a cluster of 
conventional mango fruits and leaves, and a teak panel carved, in high 
relief, with a four-armed standing figure of Mahakali, a fierce aspect 
of the goddess Parvati (Devi). 

Mr. Imre Schvvaiger presented two remarkably rare picture-panels 
of Rajput embroidery, made at Jaipur about ryoo, both of vvliich 
were formerly used as ornaments on the knuckle-pads of military 
shields [dhal). Their subjects, The Princess and the Peacock " and 
“A Palace-garden Scene,” are delightfully rendered in stitcherv of 
coloured silks on a coarse cotton fabric {Fig, 36). 

Mr, C. Stanley Clarke contributed an exceptional!v interesting 
collection of handicraft designs, selected by Sir C. Pnrdon Clarke, in 
1881, from artisans’ pattern-books; including plain and coloured

Detailed in order of period, the tliree outstanding purchases of 
the v'ear w-ere: A Buddhist 5th-6tb century- bronze votive-bowl: a 
Mogul early 17th century jade \\-ine-cup ; and a Mogul 17th century ern- 
broidered tent-panel. The votive-bow-l, pleasingly patinated, albeit 
somewhat corroded and weather-w-om in places, w^as unearthed, during 
the 'eighties, from an excavation on a Buddhist site in the Kistna 
District, Madras Presidency. Its flat, octagonal rim is surmounted 
with eight, equidistant, cup-like projections (possibly oil-receptacles 
for one-wick light?!): the lower half of the bowl, in the form of an open 
lotus flower, rests on a group of archaic elephants and cobras (jnig(i,s), 
alternating and facing outw-ards; wiiilst the base takes the conven¬ 
tional shape of the primeval tortoise. This early example of South 
Indian Buddhist art may possibly be traced back as far as the 5th 
ccntnrv A,D. {FlaU 37). 

The shallow' wine-cup of dark green jade, highly polished and 
semi-translucent, has an incised rim-band, composed of six cartouches, 
containing the inscrijJtion and repetitions of the date inlaid with wlute 
chunam. Height, in.; diameter, 3^ in. iihs vessel, originally 
furnished with tw’o peacock-liead handles, w-as executed in 1613 by 
one of the master lapidaries of Delhi, and was formerly the property 
of the Mogul emperor Jahangir {1603-27). ^ The inscription, in

VERY interestirig ivory diptych of about the 5th 
century' A.D., carved with six miracles of Christ, was 
lent by Mr. E. E. Andrews [The Antiquaries Journnl, 
voL iii (1923). pp- 99 ff.); the rarity of works of tins 
period and especially of diptychs with sceries from the 
hfe of Christ makes this loan of nrore than ordinary 
objects in bone and ivory, all lent by Dr. Hildburgh, 
E.S.A., are a marriage casket \vith scenes from the story of Jason, 
North Italian vvork of the School of the Erabriacbi at the beginning 
of the 15th century ; a Northern French 01 Flemish bone casket of 
the end of the 15th century, decorated with hunting scenes and ha^^ng 
a checker board on the lid; and an ivory'^ bust of Medusa.

INDIAN SECTION 

Their Majesties the King and Queen were graciously pleased to 
con^biite a further selection of Indian art objects (handicrafts) as 
additions to the Royal Loan Collection exliibited in this Department. 
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Ultii a few exceptions these objects included many nf the rich and 
rare offerinf^s made bv the Princes and People of India: (tj io Her 
Majesty Queen Victoria in 1SS7, and iSq/: (2} and to His 

Majesty King Ed’v^^ard VII in 1875-76 {when Prince of Wales) and 
1902. Briefly reviewed, the Royal Loans comprised : 
work', tharacteristic examples, excellent in form and ornament, from 
Delhi, Faridkot, and Jind State, in the Punjab ProAonce; from Tonk, 
in Rajputana; from Bahraich, BalTaiiipur, Benares, Lucknow, and 
Sitapur, in the United ProtTnees; from Mahi Kantha.

from Indore, Central India; and from Shikarpur, in Smd* With these 
came a magnificent bedstead of carved wood, overlaid and mounted 
in silver, made at Benares in 1S50; also two exquisite ewers and 
goblets of repousse and chased silver, jewelled with turquoises, made 
at Limri in 1886, SaMlerv : Two state saddles, with saddle-cloths, 
holsters, stimqjs, and trappings, both covered in pale blue velvet, 
richly embroidered with floral designs in gold thread and jewelled 
with pearls and turquoises, made in Kampur State, United ProAinces, 
in 1874. Embroidery ; Forty-seven address-cases of velvet, silk, 
satin, and kincob {kimkhwab), from all parts of India, mostly em- 
bnudered on a frame [karcltob), worked in gold and silver thread, 
wire and spangles, and in style ranging from the heav y and massive 
zardosi work to the light and graceful kamdani wwk. The remainder 
exliibit additional delicate sritchery of coloured silks, as Avell as 
choice beadw'ork embroidery mainly of pearls.

In use, these‘exceedingly bt'autifiil relief figures setA c 
as right and left " Guardians of the Tlueshold," Avhose everlasting duty 
it is to protect the spiritual atmosphere of the sanctuary. 
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The SjTidieate of the Fitzi^illiain Sriiseum, Camhridf^e, lent a 
magmnceTit scale model of the I'aj Mahal, rneasnrtTi^ 5 feet S in dies by 
9 feet by 9 feet, made at Agra, before 1840. Executed in ivoii' (over 
wooden foundations), its details, whether carved, fretted, turned, 
veneered, or incised, have been copied with extraordiuan,^ sJdll and

From Sth May the Museum remained open until 9 p.m. on Monday 
and Thursday evenings. The total number of visitors for the year 
was 380,089, made up as follows; weekdays 220,109: evenings 6,512; 

Sundays 153,468. j f . 

A Guide-Lecturer was made av^ailable from May onwards tor two 
lectures weekly. Immediate advantage was taken of these lecturer 
by the local schtxjls; visits were organized, and prelimmary and subse¬ 
quent instruction was given to the classes that attended on the 
subjects of the talks. 103 school visits, totaUing 3,634 scholars and 
126 teachers, were made to the Museum during the year. Th^e 
cla^sses with few exceptions either Jittended lectures or w^re sent hy 
axrajigcTnent for the definite study of a. subject that fitted in the 
school curriculum. 
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
